Bearlntr in *ind th. eatrsaa aerieuanesa of thtl aituation, tha security 
council conTldsrs that at pr.«nt tha moat la-dirt. ua u to N«i«i tta 
Mlv. humanit«i" crisis oraated by th... population mevawmte. To thi. and, 
the Council encourages United nation* agencl... Member states and 
no^ernmental organizatione to continue and intanaify their effort, with a 
wi«w to all-viatina to th. beak of their ability tha situation of these 
population, that havs fled from their villsges and their country. 

The security council insists, however, that the rapid latum of the 
refuoees and ll.plaosd parsons to their ho-es is tha only solution that will 
Hntribut. to thi eventual normalisation of tha aituation in Rwanda. In thLs 
VZEtS* Coun-il "trongly attest, to intlaid.t. refugees carried 

out by individual, and groups of the former interim Government that are aeeking 
to prevent thaw froo returning to Rwanda. 

The flacurLty Council, ooraovr, ha* taken not* that the new government of 
Rwanda has declared itself ready to encourage tha return of ^ population, 
-nsure it. protection and allow .id to reach thoae who r.guire it anywhera in 
Jh.^ountry^ tt hope, that th... commitment, will help .peed up the return of 
refugee a to Rwanda. 


The Security Council also call* upon the oovernment of Rwanda to ensur. 
that thsre are no raprl.als against these who wish to return to their hones and 
^un* their occupation.. To thia and, the council encourage, the Government of 
JSnaa to coop."?, with the tmited Nation., in particular with th. cohesion 
Ts,«aSs established by the Council in it. resolution «3 <1»94>, with a view 
to -1 condemn the., guilty of th* strocitle. 

committed in Rwanda, in particular the crime of genocide. 

Th. security Council recalls that tha full deployment of the United Hatlon. 
Assistance Mission far Rwanda (UKAMXR) -hould al.o b. conducive to . more secure 
otli'onSent that can accelerate th. proc— of return, for this reason. It la 
a«."!sl that the contingent, that are to be part of UNMtZft are deployed 
deSy anrthat Z technical ...letanc. that they require for this 
ouSoee I- provided to th«a by Member state, that hav the mean, to do so.

The Security council remain, convinced, a. the ^^"^"fl^lt^ 
i» his report of J August 1994 (./19M/924). that the Aru.ha Peac. MF~**' 
aianaa over a vear ago, atill constitute, a fram. of refernnca for promoting 
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^ African Unity and the United Republic of Tanzania, whloh contributed to the 
negotiation of ih. agreement, a. well as the countrie. bordering on Rwanda, will 
have a special role to play in thia area.
